Life History 

Without going inio detail the fo! 
lowing is the lite cycle of the Warbie. | 
the warble tly lays eggs on the legs | 
and lower parts of the bodies of the 
caitle. ‘Ihe eggs are attached to the 
hairs. ‘They hatch and the Maggois | 
penetrate through the skin. The eggs | 
may be laid from May Ist till the | 
end ot August. The maggotts finally | 
arrive at backs of the cattle cut 
vreathing holes in the skin and are 
ready to emerge from February to} 
Aprii depending on the year, ete. 

Upon taliing the ground the outer | 
skint OL the grub becomes hard and 
is protecied by any material at hand 
the life cycle has been completed 
in one year through the stages of 
adult, egg, larva or grub and pupa. 

When we undertake to combat the 
insect we look for a vulnerable point 
in the lite cycle. In :he case of this 
it is in the form of a grub and has 
pest, the vulnerable point is when 
opened its breathing hole in the 
warble or the animal's back.

The provincial government's recent crackdown on 
bingo games and raffles in Alberta is a childish move 
in the nature of a parent who is out more to discipline a 
wayward child than he is to lead him into paths of 
righteousness. 

Sponsoring of bingo games, raffles and the like 
has alwavs been against the letter of the law in Can- 
ada. But, until recently, R.C.M.P. officers in this prov- 
ince have judged such “gambling” practices more on 
the common-sense plane cf what is morally right, 
rather than what is legally wrong. 

The present decree against bingo games, raffles 
and garbling of all types, of course, is to protect an 
unsuspecting public from the toils of professional 
gamblers. In such cases, the law should be obeyed to 
the letter. 

But there is nothing either sinister or professional 
about an elderly house-wife selling tickets on an elec- 
tric refrigerator, for her ladies’ club, all proceeds to go 
for the purchase of a piano for the community hall. 

The provincial government states that now, how- 
ever, such a raffle is strictly against the law, and legal 
action will be taken aga st the group sponsoring such 
a raffle. “Morse racing and pari-mutuels are legal;

Une look at the state- 
mcnt sows that with educational 
and puwvic works services rising 
year by year that greater assis- 
tance in public grants must be

Mt. View municipality collected 
from taxes alone $641,902.17. 
Against this they had expenditures 


of $302,054.09 for public works 
and $361,582.95 for education, 
Piaese two items alone amount to 
more than the collectable taxes 
in the municipality. Only by ad- 
ditional grants and sale of mach- 
inery and other miscellaneous 
items were the municipality able 
to meet their operating expenses. 
Cost of machinery repairs under 
the public works item amounted 
to $88,617.20. 

Cost of general government for 
administration of the municipality 
was $22,955.77. Health requisitions 
to Olds and Didsbury and indigent 
care cost the municipality another 
$69,871.37. The liabilities of the 
municipality still show a temporary 
loan of $213,000 

Uncollected taxes for the cur- 
rent year just passed amounted 
to $191,920.59 with prior year's 

| arrears amounting to $64,706.78. 

Out of revenue during the year 
the mune pany purchased $61,- 
842.11 worth of capital equipment 
which included snow plows, trac- 
tors, motor graders and a wagon. 

The balance sheet of the divi- 
sion for rire done show that all 
underspent their estimates for the 
year, 

The total area of the municipal 
district in acres is 891,450, with 
an estimated population of 8,929 
There are 2,123 resident farmers 
in the municipality.

Flour Enrichment 

After February 1 enrichment of 
flour will be permitted in Canada. 
Flour thus enriched will contain 
about the same amount of thiamine, 
niacin and iron as whole wheat 
and about three times the amount 
of riboflavin as whole wheat. In 
addition millers may, if they wish, 
add calcium to the flour. 

Canadians have come to demand 
a fine, white bread. In_ milling 
and processing wheat to obtain the 
fine, white flour needed for this, 
some nutritional values are un- 
avoidably lost. Enrichment _ is 
claimed to be the answer to this 
loss as it restores vitamins and 
minerals to the finished bread or 
flour. 

In the United States where the 
enrichment 10 years it has proven 
so successful that it is now of 
white flour and bread has been 
permitted for compulsory in 26 
states,
